Whilst I v/as walking leisurely along this mor- 


ning about 10 o'clock, enjoying the beautiful sce- 
nery and fine English breezes, all at once a beau- 
tiful and rich old building, half-hidden by noble 
trees, burst on my sight. I inquired, and found 
(hat Eton College was near at hand, and that this 
was the Chapel. Of course 1 quickened my 
steps, and in a few minutes had passed the ele- 
gant park which lies around it. and found myscll 
in front of it. It has a very old appearance, and 
with the exception of the Chapel, which I was told 
was built by the ancient Romans, there is no beau- 
ty of architecture about it. It is nu immense mass 
of dirty, dingy-looking old brick, and scorns large 
enough to be a whole town, rather than a Col- 
lege. The College was founded more than fuur 
centuries ago, by Henry VI.. for the education of 
the son? of noblemen.

now is about 700. I had no opportunity of seeing 
them, as it is vacation, and the old halls and long 
aisles are quiet and quite deserted.

thanks of Congress to General Taylor, 
his officers and soldiers, for their gallant 
conduct at the storming of Monterey, and 
directing the President to cause a gold^ 
medal to be presented to Gen. Taylor, 
and through Gen. Taylor this resolution 
to be communicated to the officers and 
soldiers under his command, was the bu- 
siness first in order this morning, the 
question being on the motion lo suspend 
ihe rules to allow the introduction of the 
resolution. 


A call of the House was moved, and 


ordered, and 168 members answered to 
their names. 


The House then proceeded to call and 


note the names of the absentees. 
The 


question was then taken by yeas and 
nays on the suspending of the rules, and 
decided in the affirmative, 1:3G to 28.— 
So the resolutions were received and 
read a second time, as follows :— 


llrsoked unanimously, by the Senate awl 


House of Representatives of the United States in 
Congress ussaniled, That the thanks of Con- 
gress are due, end are hereby piesented to Maj. 
Ceneial Zachnry Taylor, and through him to
